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DISASTEROUS FIRE 
IN A NEVADA CITY 


Business Section of Rawhide 
Is Burned Down. 


THREE THOUSAND HOMELESS 


And Property Loss Is Estimated Bt 


Seven Hundred and Fifty Thousand 


Dollars— Score or More Persons In­ 


jured and Two Others Are Missing. 


Rawhide, Nev., Sept. 5.-—Three thou­ 
sand people homeless, a score or more 
injured, and a property loss of over 
$750,000 Is the result of a disastrous 
fire which started In Gardner’s office, 
located In the Rawhide Drug com­ 
pany’s building. 
Fanned by a gale, 
the fire swept rapidly south and east, j 
to Balloon avenue and up Rawhide I 
avenue to within fifty yards of the j 
People’s hospital. 
\ 
Over a ton and a half of dynamite 
was used in demolishing buildings 
which in a measure stayed the flames’ 
progress. 
The volunteer fire depart- I 
xnent and 500 miner volunteers worked 
heroically, but on account of the in 
flammable construction of the build­ 
ings, they were swept away like tin 
j 
der. 
Two hours after the fire started the I 
business portion of Rawhide was a 
smoldering mass of ruins, the flames j 
being finally checked sduth of Balloon 
avenue. 
Among the first buildings to go was 
Collins’ hardware store, which con­ 
tained two tons of dynamite, which 
exploded with a terrific report, hurl­ 
ing 
burning 
planks 
and 
boards a 
great distance, setting fire to numer­ 
ous buildings simultaneously. 
Many people were slightly injured 
by flying debris, but none are report­ 
ed seriously hurt. 


Famine W as Feared. 


A famine was feared, as all the sup­ 
ply houses and grocery stores were I 
wiped out. 
A subscription list was started and 
In a few’ minutes over $5,000 was 
raised and a relief train started from 
Renonat carrying thousands of pounds 
of food and bedding. 
All the mining towns of the state 
came quickly to the assistance of the 
Rawhide sufferers with cash contribu­ 
tions. 
San 
Francisco 
Mining 
Ex­ 
change at once sent a contribution of 
$500. 
The 
fire 
destroyed 
the 
hoisting 
works of the Bluff Mining company, 
Grutt Hill properties and the Grutt 
boys’ business office, the loss on these 
amounting to $10,000, which is the 
extent of damage done the mining 
properties. 
Plans were well under way for a 
reconstruction of the town before the 
ashes were thoroughly cool. 
The Press-Times and Rustler news­ 
paper offices were saved, although the 
machinery of the News plant was de 
stroved. 
The fire was brought under control 
after destroying the entire business 
section with the exception of one gro­ 
cery store. 
This store has sold all of 
its 
provisions 
and 
unless 
food 
is 
rushed here there will be much suf­ 
fering. 
Two commercial travelers are re 
ported to baze losr their lives in the 
burning of the Ross hotel, but this 
has not been confirmed. 
The town bas been placed under 
martial law. 


RESPITE FOR CONGRESS. 


Grand Arm y W ill 
Nett Seek Relief 
Measures for Three Years. 
Toledo, O., Sept. 5 —Not for three 
years will the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public ask congress for further relief 
measures. 
Resolutions looking to an 
amendment to the service pension bill, 
reducing to sixty-five years the age at 
which a veteran can receive $20 a 
month, another amending the pending 
widows’ pension bill to make eligible 
all soldiers' widows who were married 
prior to the date of the passage of the 
bill, were laid In favor of the resolu­ 
tion granting congress three years re­ 
spite from old soldier legislation. 
It appeared to be the concensus of 
opinion of the leaders that too much 
hammering for pension bills and relief 
measures might soon create an un­ 
favorable impression in the minds of 
congressmen and reflect discredit on 
the Civil war veterans. 
Another way will be sought by the 
veterans to get before congress those 
bits of unfinished legislation which 
they feel cannot wait. 
The attention 
of the G. A. R. delegates was called 
by R ate Brownlee Sherwood to the 
status of the pending widows’ pension 
bill, in which at present it is required 
that an applicant shall have been mar­ 
ried a number of years prior to the 
piesent date. 
That the bill may be 
altered to allow the eligibility of those 
who marry up to the date of the pass­ 
age of the bill, that m atter may be 
pieced in the hands of the pension 
agents. 
The same plan may be used 
with regard to the amendment to Hie 
service pension bill. 
After the installation of the newly 
elected national officers the G. A. R. 
delegates decided upon Salt Bake City 
as the next meeting place.

NEW LIGHT ON MURDER. 


Result of 
Examination of 
Dismem­ 
bered Body of Actress. 
boston, Sept. 5.—Evidence throwing 
new lighl on the probable manner in 
which Hanorah Iordan of Somerville, 
known on the stage as Irene Shannon, 
was killed, was revealed, it is claimed, 
by the medical examiners who have 
been performing an autopsy on the 
dismembered body of the wife of Ches­ 
ter S. Jordan. 
Jordan, in his confession, stated that 
his wife was killed by being knocked 
down si airs, and that he then cut up 
the body and placed it in the trunk 
in which it was found by the police. 
While neither 
Medical 
Examiner 
G. B. McGrath of Boston, nor Medical 
Examiner T. H. Durrell of Somerville 
will state their findings at this time, 
it was learned that the examination 
indicated that Mrs. Jordan met her 
death by being struck on the head 
with a blunt instrument, possibly a 
flatiron, causing a fracture sufficient 
to cause death.

was 
arraigned 
and 
after 
pleading not guilty to a charge of 
murder, was taken to jail to await a 
hearing on Sept. ll.

Chairman Frank H. Hitchcock of the 
Republican national committee arrived 
here for a conference with Vice Presi­ 
dent Fairbanks.

The directors of the speaking bu- 
ipy»u of the national committee are 
considering the question of sending a 
number of prominent speakers with 
Mr. Fairbanks and gibing them a spe­ 
cial train or car for an extended tour. 
If made the trip will begin soon after 
Oct. I.

a small stub to which the tube should 
have been attached.

But extravagant schemes and emo­ 
tional agitators can wreck it.

Revolution would have failed had im 
practicable men been in command in 
stead of the cautious and wise, yet 
daring and determined Washington. 
Many a cause has gone down at the 
hands of hot-headed and
